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DETAILED ACTION 



Response to Arguments 

Applicant argues that by modifying the teaching of Shvartsman by the teaching of 
Wreede, the method of Shvartsman would be inoperable. This is not found convincing. 
The modification proposed by Wreede adds the benefit of allowing various substrates to 
be used. Diversifying the applicable substrate is a benefit and does not constitute a 
teaching away from or cause inoperability. 

One charged with the knowledge of a design engineer would not even need the 
secondary references to obviate the applicant's claims, as they would understand the 
broad concept of Shvartsman teaching forming holograms by laser curing. It is taught 
that the laser must reach the material it is curing in order to cure it. Since the resin is 
sandwiched between a die and a substrate, one of the materials the resin is sandwiched 
between must be transparent to allow the radiation to reach the resin. Although 
Shvartsman solves this problem by having the substrate be transparent, one of ordinary 
skill would obviously expect passing the radiation through a transparent die to at least 
give similar results. This minor, obvious difference is not patentable. Regardless, the 
examiner has supplied secondary references that this configuration is known and adds 
benefits to the process of Shvartsman. Once the process of Shvartsman, with the 
modifications proposed by Wreede, is not limited to transparent substrates, any suitable 
substrate would have been obvious to use, including darkly lacquered substrates. 
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Applicant argues that one would have to speculate how the hologram would be 
attached to the wheel covers. This is not found convincing. The wheel covers would 
act as the substrate in Shvarstman, after modifications taught by Wreede.
